That the Student's 'Christian As- 
sociation is facirfg probably' the most 
critical period dÇ lts existence was 
the opinion of its" Treasurer, J. S. 
Smit, Med. '32, at a meeting hold 
yesterday evening In the Grill room 
ot the Union.' Thlfi emergency meét-j 
Ing, attended by 15. members of the 
S.C.A.\ was formed into a financial 
committee. It was stated Juring tho 
discussion which follewod that un- 
ies» tlie annual canvassing ' for'' the 
Association 'was more 'successful than 
In previous years a serious financial 
crisis would, result. This crisis, 
brought on by the depression, would 
affect not only tho branch - ot tho 
S.C.A.'nt MoOlll but that at. Toronto. 
; A«l< "QsnerouB Reiponie 
H. L. Trlmlnghom, President of the 
Association, first addressed the meet- 
ing. "Wo aro faced with the neces- 
sity ot commencing a far moi-o stren- 
uous campaign this year, especially 
amo'ng 8tudMU|^^^(tfi^S^|^iversity. 
They, moro^nlmnfotn^^ . from 

the work of the Association. ' f feel 
absolutely, confidënt thot the' stu- 
dents of McGIU ns a whole will re- 
spond generously.^ An earnest^ policy 
of speedy campulgnlhg on the-' part of 
our workers la easontlal." This speak- 
er' mentioned that as. the S.C.A. in 
Toronto is dependent to. 'some extent 
on that at McQlll the continued -wel-. 
faro of both Is at stake. , '.^ 
The treasurer, J. SiiSmltiïthen'^dia- 
trlbuted tho Budget "for^fthe'. coming 
year, showing that every Item bad, 
been cu^ t.o. the ''fullest^ possible oxr» 
tent.
